Mulhall’s daughter, who became thenous 
throughout the southwest a few months’ago 
by winning the $10,000 prize for being the 
champion steer roper of the world, is one of 
the star attractions of the show, and she has 
seen to it that the half dozen horses owned 
by her father get extra good care.

‘Reed was fined $50. 

This afternoon, according to Reed, he re- 
ceived word that some horses which had 
gone astray had been taken up in St. Louis

Mulhall Shows Anger. 

After they returned Mulhall went to th 
stables and noticing that one of the horses 
had been used asked Reed what he had been 
doing with. the horse.

Mulhall pulled his revolver, but before hae 
could use it Murrah attempted to take it 
away. In the scuffle the weapon went off 
and Murrah was ‘wounded. Mulhall then 
fired point biank at Reed, the first shot strik- 
ing him in the arm, the second grazed his 
neck and hit Morgan. Two additional shots 
fired by Mulhall went wild. 

Mulhall then ran into another Pike ins 
closure, where he was arrested. Mulhall, it 
is stated, previous to running away, pointed 
his gun at Cummings, proprietor of the 
show, but did not shoot. : 


Mulhall a Well Known Figure. 

Col. Zach Mulhall is one of the best known 
figures in the southwest cattle country. Ever 
since he grew to manhood he has made his 
home in the “cow camps”’ of Kansas, the 
Indian territory, New Mexico, and Texas. 
In the early eighties he was connected with 
the Atchison, Topeka, and Santa Fé railroad 
as live stock agent. 

When original Oklahoma was opened, 
largely through the efforts of Col. Mulhall, 
he made the run from the north border of the 
Cherokee strip at Arkansas City. 


Owns a Town and a Ranch. 

The town of Mulhall in Oklahoma’ was 
located by him and named in his honor. It’} 
is now a flourishing town. Near it Mulhall 
has a ranch of 6,000 acres which is already 
becoming famous in the southwest. Thou- 
sands of head of cattle carry his brand. 

So well known is Mulhall that he has fre- 
quently been urged as a candidate for gov- 
ernor of Oklahoma territory. 


Daughter Wins $10,000 Prize. 

Miss Lucile Mulhall, his daughter, Te- 
cently won a $10,000 prize in a steer roping 
and tying contest at South McAlester, I. T. 
She is with Cummings’ Wild West Indian [ 
Congress and rough Riders of the World, 
which is one of the attractions on the Pike. 

One of Miss Mulhall’s best performances 
was given before President Roosevelt at 
Cheyenne, Wyo., when she tied a steer in 
twenty-eight seconds. She is confident 
she can tie a steer in twenty seconds. She 
is 19 years old.

Miss Mulhall’s sister Agnes is also a

Another, “ independent gentleman,” turned 
out to be a boarding house keeper who 
wanted a wife to act as his housekeeper. 


Met a Roumanian Prince. 

Among the numerous applicants she met, 
besides the foregoing, were one Roumanian 
prince ‘and one English lord. :

$1,500 to $2,500 yearly, The “ dark gentle- 
man” wasn’t a negro, but an Indian barris- 
ter. The agent said he gave Hermon

TAKE HIM TO ‘SCHUETTLER. 
Latter Tells Young Man Law Is for 
Rich and Poor Alike. 


A supposedly innocent “ hat pool” among 
the society people on the four in hand coach 
of Preston Gibson, son-in-law of Thomas Nel- 
son Page, was the cause of Mr. Gibson's 
being seized by. two Pinkerton detectives 
at the Derby yesterday afternoon and tried 
by a drumhead court martial held by Assist- 
ant Chief Schuettler. The young man was 
released with a warning “never to do it 

again. 

According to the tale told to Schuettler, 
Mr. Gibson’s guests were making up a pool 
on the Derby on the top of their coach in the 
infleld. This was done by putting slips con- 
taining the names of the entries into a hat 
and then permitting each man or woman to 
draw one out upon payment of $5 into the 
pool. The winner took “ the pot.” 


Two Pools Go Through. | 
Pools on the first two races had. been suc- 
cessfully made and the coach party was 


‘beginning to assure itself that the abolition 


of public betting really made little differ- 
ence. On the Derby pool every one was 
eager to draw Elwood, a horse owned ~ one 
of Mrs. Gibson’s relatives. 

“You'll have to stop that,’ ladies and gen- 


‘tlemen,” said a quiet voice suddenly in the 


midst of proceedings. 

Two plain clothes men followed up this 
interruption by climbing upon the coach 
and asking its owner to accompany them to 
Assistant Chief Schuettler. Amidst shrieks 
of horror Mr. Gibson bade his family and 
friends adieu and walked across the track 
to police headquarters between two detect- 
ives. Once there his indignant protests were 
passed upon by Schuettler. 


Lays Down Law to Gibson. 

“Tt told Mr. Gibson,” said the assistant 
chief, “* that I couldn’t permit him to gamble 
any more than I could the poorest race fol- 
lower on the grounds. ‘I said that the hat 
pool was not bad if conducted quietly and un- 
observed, but that it had been done so openly 
on the top of his coach that it furnished a 
bad example for the surrounding people. 
Then I let him go with a warning not to have 
any more such betting.”’

Interference Hurts Bill Curtis, Too.

It occurred after the 
field had gone away to an apparently per- 
fect start for all but Copperfield, which hung 
slightly in the barrier, and before they had 
traversed more than a furlong of the heart

If there was any advantage‘at barrier rise 
it was with Capt. Brown's Proceeds, which 
was the first to show, with little advantage 
over Highball, who was away well, and Cop- 
per, Rapid Water, and Brand New. There 
was a slight bumping as they swung around 
for positions to enter the long run through 
the straight, and English Lad was forced 
to pull up to escape cutting down Fort Hun- 
ter and taking a fall. OHphant, on Bill Cur- 
tis, slackened his mount to escape running 
down the favorite.

The long line of sixteen starters filed out the 
paddock gate, paraded slowly past the club- 
house and stands, and then cantered over to 
the half mile post. There Starter Jake Holt- 
man was in waiting to dispatch his first 
American Derby field. 


Hard “ime at the Barrier. 

While waiting for the horses Holtman had 
tried the barrier, only to have-it snap in 
two as he pushed his weight against it, had 
repaired the break, and three times snapped 
the machine, which then worked perfectly 
each time, There were no bad actors in the 
‘ sweet sixteen ’’ bunch, and th short delay 
at the post was caused by the field bearing 
to the outside enough so that there was 
danger of Copperfield on the outside striking 
against an arm of the*starting machine, 
which projected out a foot or more. Holt- 
man gave the boys a lecture on taking their 
positions, and then began the flow of ad- 
vice and warning which always prefaces the 
start in a big race: 

“ Come up there, Hicks,’’ shouted Holt- 
man, and then a rapid fire of,“ You're on 
the outside, Knight; you will never do.” 
“O, Kelly, 100 [meaning a fine] if you don't 
get in place. Come over this way.” ‘“* Now, 
Monroe, I'll give you life.’’ ‘“-Fuller, you're 
the worst coward I ever saw: Get back.”’ 
“O, you, Dominick, you're a wonder. Do 
** No, no, no, 
no chance; take back, steady, now."’ And 
then the barrier shot up and the field was 
on its way for the seventeenth renewal of 
the American Derby. It was one of Holt- 
man’s best starts, and none of the field suf- 
fered except Copperfield, on the extreme’ 
outside, 


‘“Thef’re Off,” Proceeds in Lead. 

Proceeds; with a fraction the best of the 
etaway, started right out as pacemaker, 
ollowed by WMighball, Copper, Rapid Water, 
and Brand New. Moharib was well up, while 
Fort Hunter and English Lad® were about 
the middle of the bunch after they had gone a 
few jumps. As they swung along for the 
turn into the stretch Proceeds Was maintain- 
ing his lead, with Highball in close attend- 


ance and Rapid Water and the others un- 


changed from the start, with the exception of 
Fort Hunter, which had improved his posi- 
tion. The interference previously referred 
to had taken place, however, and English 
Lad was back in the ruck along with Mayor 
David 8.

BRED IN OLD KENTUCKY. 


AMERICAN DERBY HIGHBALI’S 
FIRST RACEIN WEST. 


Winner of Rich Prize Sold as a Year- 
‘ling for 8900—All His Racing Was in 
the East, and as a 2 Year Old Little 
Form Is Shown—Only Pleadings of 
Trainer Permit the Start in the 
Washington Park Feature Yes- 
terday. . 


The Derby winner is.a bay colt, with black 


points and a small star on his forehead. He 


stands sixteen hands and three-quarters of 
an inch high, and was bred by Maj. T. J. 
Carson at Dixiana farm, Lexington, Ky., 
where his sire, Ben Strome, and his dam, 
Strychinia, are in the stud. | 

When the Dixiana yearlings were sold at 
the Sheepshead bay paddock in 1901 John 
Ww. ( Bud”) May took a fancy to Highball 
and secured him for $900. The colt was 
shipped back west, and received his first 
preparation for the turf at Montgomery 
park, Memphis. When his early engage- 
ments were made, Scheftel & Wasserman 
were named as his owners. 

Poor Showing as 2 Year Old. | 

Highball’s 2 year old career was confined to 
eastern tracksand under eastern rules, which 
do not permit racing partnerships to figure 
outside of Jockey club records, he represent. | 
ed the Gayoso stable in his first starts. Sub- 
sequently W. M. Scheftel, whose colors the 
horse carried yesterday, was named as his 
owner. 

The horse did not exhibit unusual quality. 
until the season of 1903 had been well ad- 
vanced, but when it closed he had winnings 
aggregating $46,000 to his credit. Among the 
stakes he won were the Golden: Rod, United 
States Hotel, Junior Champion, and Flat- 
bush. Winter quarters found Highball again 
at Memphis, where he remained until shipped 
east in April. 

Derby Is First Race in West. 

Although bred in Kentucky, developed at 
Memphis, and wintered twice at Montgomery 
park, yesterday was the first time Highball 
raced in the west. As a3 year ol t he started 
five times in the east without being returned 
a winner. At Jamaica, April 25, carrying 119 
pounds and ridden by Fuller, he finished 
third in a handicap of three-quarters of a 
mile, in which Orthodox, 110, was first, and 
Damon, 108, was second. 

In the Metropolitan handicap, at Morris 
park, May 5, Highball was ridden by Bull- 
man, at 107 pounds, and ran fourth. May 
96, with an impost of 105 pounds and Fuuler 
‘In the saddle, he ran sixth In the Brooklyn 
handicap. In the Broadway~ stakes, at 
Brooklyn, June 4, he was ridden by Hilde- 
brand. scaling 126 pounds, and was beaten 
a head by Bryn Mawr, conceding twelve 
pounds. His next defeat was in the Brooklyn 
Derby, Juné 11, when at equal weights, 118 
each, Bryn Mawr beat him three open 
lengths. Hildebrand again had the mount 
and the colt ran wide with him on twoturns. 


Comes Near to Not Starting. 

Hildebrand had been engaged to ride in the 
American Derby, and that engagement came 
rear preventing the shipment of the colt to 
Washington park. Owner Scheftel con- 
cluded that Hildebrand was not strong 
enough to keep the colt straight, and decided 
that unless Fuller could be secured asa sub- 
stitute for the lightweight his colors could 
be seen in the valuable 3 year old event. 
“Bud” May, who trains the colt, was dis- 
tressed but not discouraged by the owner's 
decision. All winter and spring he had been 
repeating declarations that Highball would 
be a certain starter and winner of the Amer- 
{ean Derby. He also had backed his charge 
In the future books to win $17,000, and he 
was unwilling to leave the colt remain at 
Sheepshead bay. The trainer persevered un- 
til his predictions were verified and his ef- 
forts rewarded. Hildebrand’s engagement 
was canceled, Fuller accepted a proposition 
to come on and ride, the owner reconsidered 
his decision, the colt came to Chicago with 
a Chicago boy as his pilot, and captured the 

prize.

SENATOR IS BRINGING IT. 


Hansbrough .Will Precipitate 


There has been a deal of speculation as to 
whether the “Iowa idea” would stick its

New York, June 18.—Maj. Gen. Daniel E. | 


Sickles, U. 8S. A., retired, a member of the 
board of aldermen, has written to President 
Roosevelt calling the latter’s attention to 
the sinister features of the steamboat disas- 
ter of last Wednesday; in which hundreds 


| of men, women, and children lost their lives. 


An impression prevails in New York, Gen. 
Sickles declares, that the federal officials 
charged with the duty of inspecting steam- 
boats have been negligent and inefficient, 
“and that they are gravely at fault in not 
having done what they might have done to 
avoid what has happened.”’ 

He asks the president to see that steamboat 
inspectors shall be competent and trust- 
worthy, and if further legislation be neces- 
sary to provide safeguards for the future 
to ask congress to enact it. Se 

New Story of the Fire. 

Among the stories which have come to the 
investigating officers is one from Charles A. 
Long, who was a passenger, to the effect 
that the fire was first discovered off Fifty- 
sixth street, near the tower end of Black- 
well’s island. This point is more than three 
miles below One Hundred and Thirty-eighth 
street, where first reports said the fire was 
discovered, and nearly six miles from the 


point on North Brother island, where the. 


Slocum was beached. 

The unknown and unclaimed dead, num- 
bering twenty-nine, were buried by the city 
department today, a special plot in the 
Lutheran cemetery having been provided. 
4% the fourteen hearses carrying these un- 
known victims of the disaster passed men 
stood with bowed and uncovered heads, and 
by far the greater portion of the women and 
children gathered along the streé® knelt. 

There were 114 gether funerals in the 
stricken district todhy. In accordance with 
the German custom the people who were 
obliged to be out of doors passed through 
the streets with bared heads. Business was 
practicaNy suspended and nearly every store 
was draped in black. The streets were 
literally fiNed with hearses. The funerals 
began at an early hour and at times the 
streets were completely blocked and traffic 
of other kinds was impossible. 


Kaiser Sends Condolence; 


After a lapse of\three*days the most care- 
fully collected da show that 557 bodies 
have been recovered from the wreck or from 
the waters of East river. The list of miss- 
ing today was estimated at 325. 
From these figures it.is safe to say that 
between 990 and 1,000 lives were lost. Un-

The following telegram from the German

NEWS OF INSURANCE WORLD 
EDITED BY C. M. CARTWRIGHT. 
Eastern News Telegraphed from New York 


Journal of Commerce and Com- 
mercial Bulletin. 


President Alfred James of the Northwest- 
ern National of Milwaukee, in commenting 
on the recent article in the New York Times 
to the effect that fire insurance is an evil, 
says: 


Times article mention is made that ‘* oaly ten New 


York companies conduct their local businese at 


their own offices; all the others are in some way 
hitched on to a general agency or syndicate sys- 
tem."" Why is this so? Simply because such com- 
panies expect to get a larger volume of premiums 
through general or syndicate agencies. The offi- 
cers of companies delegate their authority to men 
that work on a commission, hence the officers have 
little to say about the selection of the business. 
This being the case the general or syndicate 
agents care little for the interest of the company, 
but are after volume of premiums to Increase their 
commissions, and hence write on almost anything 
that offers, which is an encouragement to incen- 
diarism. Now, if this be true of the management 
of the local business in New York City, how much 
Sreater the truth must manifest itself in the gen- 


-eral agency system now in practice all over this 


country? There are something like 100 general 
agents representing the agency fire insurance com- 
nies. They are all after volume of business un- 
er severe competition. They do the best they 
can to get the best business, but if the premiums 
fall off they must write the business generally and 
take what comes. 

The large companies can in a manner select 
their business; t medium or small companies 
cannot do so. They must take the undesirable and 
questionable business that usually is written at 
twice the amount it should be, which encourages 
incendiarism. 

The companies that conduct their business in 
@ loose manner are indirectly the cause of the 
great yearly loas of property by fire. In all such 
casee the company .is really the accessory before 
the fact, and guilty with the incendiary. | 

Under such circumstances fire insurance is an 
evil, and it is the tncipient fire that causes the con- 
flagration. Competition is so/excessive at the 
present time that nts are appointed by nearly 
all the general agents of all the companies for the 
amount of busihess they can do, without regard 
to the honesty of-the agent. Volume of premium 
comes first. It is the greed for premiums among 
the companies that induces such men as the ed- 
ttorial writer in the Times to ask the question, 
** Is fire insurance an evi!?’’ 
it is an evil as it is now conducted in the 
United States, for it is almost an impossibility 
for conservative companjes to protect themselves 
against reckless underwriting. It cannot be done 
by boards or combinations as long as the general 
agency system prevails. Furthermore, there {es 
too much liberty for men to do wrong in this coun- 
try, and it is next to impossible to convict for 
arson. If the assured had to make application for 
fire insurance and stan@ an examination there 


woulg be fewer fires. 


After many years in the business I must say 
that the editoria] in the Times has more than a 


particle of truth tn it, and I am of the opinion that 


indirectly the insurance companies are to blame 
for the gregt yearly loss by fires in this country. 
Managers J. M. Neuberger of the Atlas and T. W. 
Eustis of the Manchester returned from New York 
on Friday evening after a conference with the 
eastern managers of the companies. The United 
States officers have no definite information as to 
the course the companies will pursue as the re- 
sult of the merger, nor do they expect any unti! 
after the meeting of the stackholders in London 


next Friday. During the period of suspense since — 


the announcement of the first step# in the merger 
the business of the western department of the 
Manchester has held up well, the decrease being 
but a small percentage and little, if any, more than 
that of other companies, many of which are com- 
plaining of slow business.

The epecial eommittee of seven of the govern-

Underwriters are looking for a genera! tendency 
on the part of companies to reduce their lines 
in New York state more nearly to their net lines, 
as’ a result of the enactment of the Grady law 
in that state This law provides that a com- 
pany reinsuring part of a risk must compute the 
reserve on the part it carries itself. on the differ- 
ence between the premium received from the itn- 


surer and the premium actually paidgo the reinsur- / 
\ing company. 


In other words, the company must 
ut up reserve on the commission it receives from 
te reinsuring company, a thing that has not 
been done heretofore. This will increase the re- 
serve liability and reduce the surplus. and at the 
same time will increase the expense ratio, as com- 
paniea no longer can deduct from commissions paid 
their agents the entire commissions regeived for re- 
ines but only that part not required for re- 
serve. \ vA i

Trade Gossip on ’Change. 


The heavy buying of provisions for several 
weeks is believed by the provision trade to 
have been prompted by information pointing 
to a light supply of hogs in the country. ‘The 
movement of the last two weeks has tended 
to bear out that information and reports 
from the same sources are said to indicate 
that the movement will keep light. Receipts 
of hogs were only moderate in this market 
during May and so far in June. Provision 
traders believe the Cudahys are out for a bull

mour has the commanding line of ribs. The 
selling the last few weeke has generally been 
by outside holders or shorts, except one con- 
siderable line of product sold by one of the 
smaller packing interests, and the long lines 
are in' what are commonly termed “ strong 
hands.”’ 

Estimated receipts for Monday are: eat, 
29 cars; corn, 440 cars; odts, 94 cars} hogs, 
40,000, and for the week 150,000. 

A membership sold yesterday at $3,575 net 
to the buyer. 

Primary receipts of wheat showed some 
increase for the week, but were still smaller 
than a year ago, 1,846,000 bu, compared with 
1,754,000 bu the previous week and 2,002,000 
bu the corresponding week last year. North- 
western receipts were larger the latter part 
of the week, but for the entire week were 
1,249 cars, compared with 1,114 cars the pre- 
vious week and 1,625 cars a year ago. Re- 
ceipts at Kansas City and St. Louis were 
883,000 bu, compared with 417,600 bu the pre- 
vious week and 84,000 bu a year ago. There 
were no receipts at Kansas City last year 
because of the flood. 

Cash prices in the sample wheat market 
were practically unchanged. There was a 
demand early for a job lot of No. 1 northern 
wheat at 10c over old July, but it was not 
until late in the session that it was possible 
to work 5,000 bu at that price. There was a 
sale of 5,000 bu No. 2 hard to country mills 
on private terms and of 2,000 bu choice No. 3 
hard at 88c. Cash demand for corn was poor 
and prices ic to 3c lower, the low grades-off 
the most. Receipts were larger and the Glu- 
cose company, at times a most liberal buyer 
of the low grades, was not in the market. 
Sales were 50,000 bu No. 8 for shipment. 
Cash oats were steady to lic lower, the weak- 
ness in the poorer qualities, the shipping de- 
mand extremdly dull, sales about.25,000 bu. 

The canceling of receipts for 64,000 bu No. 
2 red winter wheat during the week and the 
inspection of a part of it out of store do not 
indicate any milling demand or any sales. 
It was simply a transfer of the whéat from 
the Nebraska City elevator to the National. 
There are still about 188,000 bu of this grade 


under $1.08 A shipper who asked for a 
price was told that was the figure 
and that it was desired to sell all of it 
or none of it. Cash brokers and millers 
think it will be “ none of it” that will be 
sold atthat price.

Even if the 
crop should prove smaller than that of last 
year, which is by no means certain, there

I desire 
to present five arguments in support of my 
protest against the injustice done this great 
body of faithful public servants. When the 
five are taken together the case against 
the present policy is overwhelming in its 
strength.

1. The salaries paid are insufficient in view of the 
gtade of talent demanded for the work of instruc- 
tion. It is universally recognized t strong qual- 
ities are called for in a teacher, and that a suc-

Canada Preparing to Establish Its Title 
to One Hundréd Thousand Acres 


Sweden Is Seeking. . 


Ottawa, .Ont., June 16,—[{ Special Corre- 
gpondence. unsettled far northern ter- 
ritory known as Elismore Land, which has 
been taken possession of in the name of the 
king of Norway by Norwegian explorers, is 
claimed as undoubtedly British, and more 
will be heard of the affair soon. The atten- 
tion of the Canadian government has been 
ealled to the action of the Norwegian ex- 

rere as related in Capt. Otto Sverdrup’s 
“The New Land.” The territory com- 
' prises an area of 100,000 square miles. 

The Canadian officia] records show that 
Blismore Land is one of the territories.in the 
northern regions that form part of the Brit- 
igh possessions on the American continent 
by right of recorded British discoveries dat- 
ing from 183 to 143 years before the acquisi- 
tion of Canada and formally transferred to 
Canada by the crown by imperial order-in- 
council dated Sept. 1, 1880. Elismore Land 
of Greenland and north of Baffin's 

n 
On Tuesday, Aug. 17, 1897, a Canadian ex- 
itionary party from the steamer Dians 
ded at Kekerton and hoisted the union 
jack in the presence of the regular agent of 
the whaling station, a number of the officers 
and crew of the Diana, and the Eskimos at 
the station. The formal declaration was 
made that the flag was hoisted as an evyi- 
dence that “ Baffin's Land, with all the ter- 
ritories, islands, and dependencies adjacent 
to it were now, as they always had been 
since their first discovery and occupation, 
under the exclusive sovereignty of Great 
Britain.” The facts have been duly commu- 
micated to the British government.

Murad Anothér Captive. 


Another royal captive is ex-Sultan Murad 
of Turkey, who since 1876, when he was de- 
posed after a few weeks’ reign, has been 
kept a close prisoner in the Tcheragan pal- 
ace In the outskirts of Constantinople. The 
approaches to this gloomy abode are strictly 
guarded by soldiers and police, and to such 
an extent is the surveillance kept up that 
pedestrians, as well.as people in carriages 
and on horseback, are roughly ordered to 
hasten when in the vicinity of the palace. 
Murad was deprived of his throne on the 
score of insanity, and the ministers, beaded 
by Midhat Pasha, had arranged that Abdul

That he should 
be still alive is amazing. For as long as he 
survives he must constitute a grave danger 
to the present sultan, the tenure of whose 
throne is based solely and entirely upon the 
alleged insanity of his elder brother.

under the guardianship of her brother,. King 
Leopold. The latter's eldest daughter, mar- 
ried to Prince Philip of Coburg, is likewise 
a. captive in the sanitarium of Dr. Pierson 
at Lindenhof, near Drésden. 

The reigning prince of Lippe has been con- 
fined since several years prior to his acces- 
sion to the throne in the , asylum for the in- 
sane at St. Gilgenberg, near Ansbach. Then 
there is Prince Peter of Coburg, grandson of 
the last emperor of Brazil, and for a time 
heir apparent to the Brazilian throne, who |' 
has been strictly confined for thé last fifteen 
years. in the celebrated asylum at Daebling, 
near Vienna, ever since, in 1890, he was 
seized at. the Coburg palace at. Vienna with 
an attack of homicidal mania, being only 
captured afjer the assistance of the fire de- 
partment had been invoked.

from this list, for he, too, is under restraint 
as an incurable lunatic.

LOUBET HONORS GEN. PORTER. 


President of France Confers Insignia 
of Grand Cross of Legion of Ma 
Honor. | 


PARIS, 18.—President Loubet has 
conferred upon the American ambassador, 
Gen. Porter, the grand cross of the Legion 
of Honor, which is the highest grade of that 
historic order. It is an honor farely be- 


stowed even on chiefs of state and ambas- 


sadors and it is the first time it has ever 
been offered to a representative of America. 
As under the provision of the constitution 
the acceptance of any mark of distinction 
‘from a foreign country, even from a repub- 
lic, requires the approval of congress, final 
action in the matter gill await the authorisa- 
tion of that body. 

Foreign Minister Delcasse called at the 

ambassador's residence this morning and 
personally presented him with the superb 
4nsignia of the grand cross. This consists 
of a wide silk band worn across the breast, 
having an enameled gold cross at the hip. 
with an elaborate silver star to be worn 
on the right breast. M. Delcasse accom- 
panied the presentation by an earnest ex- 
‘pression of the high personal esteem which 
M. Loubet and himself felt toward the Amer- 
ican representative. 

The grand cross is the highest of the five 
grades of the Legion of Honor. These con- 
sist, first, of chevalier; second, officer; third, 
‘commander; fourth, grand officer; and fifth, 
grand cross. The latter is the grade worn 
by M. Loubet and has been conferred only 
a few times in recent years, That the Amer- 
ican ambassador should have been singled 
out. for this notable honor is considered to 
be a personal tribute to him and another 
evidence of the cordial sentiments of: the 
French rnment towards America.

The hot speeches in the house of commons 
criticising the prime minister for allowing 
himself to be betrayed into applying such a 
designation to an officer of the king’s army 
found an immediate echo all over the country. 

The expressions of public opinion since 
elici ed have served to show how easily the 
da us. slumbering embers are fanned 
into life, Evidences abound on every side 
of a disposition among men of. both national- 
ities to discover causes of offense. 

To strengthen the widespread’ conviction. 
that the prime ministér’s slip of the tongue 
was a true refiection. of French-Canadian 
thought, an article in Le Canada, the govern- 
ment organ in the province of Quebec, has 
been disinterred. 


Called “Etranger’”’ by Le Canada. 

Commenting at the time of Dundonald’s 
appointment to the choice of the new officer, 
Le Canada, according to the translation 
published here, asked: 

“Why should we bring a foreigner to 
Canada to command our militia when we 
have such distinguished officers as Col.’ 
Pinault and others equally capable of dis- 
charging the duties of the position?” 4 

This may possibly not be a fair transla- 
‘tion. Probably the Canada used the word 
“etranger,” which stands ‘equally for 
“stranger” and “ foreigner. sir Wilfrid 
Laurier, in using the word “ foreigner,” may 
easily have meant to say “ stranger.”’ Sir 
Wilfrid immediately recolleéted himself and 
withdrew the expression “ foreigner” and 
explain- 
ing the latter was his meaning. Is he not 
to be believed?

It shall not be annexed te the 
United States. *It shall not become inde- 
pendent of Britain, because the people who 
never hesitated to come to the front in times 
of necessity have decided that it will remain 
British if they know their business.

Opinions by Canadian Press. 

Independent public opinion, voiced by one 
of the leading papers of the capital, the 
Journal, which is usually on remarkably 
good terms with the government, condemns 
the minister of agriculture afid his colleagues 
for their interference with the general in the 
interest of par politics in strong terms.

Affair Long Expected. 

’ The incident is the culmination of a series 
of difficultiés between Lord Dundonald and 
the government. If Phere had not been a fall- 
ing out on the interference of the minister of 
agriculture tin the supposed interests of his 
party with Lord Dundonald’s appointments 
of officers for the new regiment of Scottish 
Light Horse, other grounds would soon have 
‘come to he front. 

Lord Dundonald has felt himself repeat- 
edly handicapped and hampered by minis- 
terial interferefice, almost beyond endurance 
and ministers have on more than one oc- 
casion been on the point of pulling his lerd- 
ship up with a sharp turn for assuming 
powers they did not propose to allow him 
to exercise.

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THE WAR DURING THE WEEK. 

When the Bogatyr, 6,750 tons, went on 
the rocks a month ago the Russian squadron 
in Viadivostok was reduced to three ar- 
mored cruisers, the Rossia, 12,180 tons, 20 
knots speed, with four 8 inch, sixteen 6 inch, 
twelve 3 inch guns; the Gromobol, 12,336 
tons, 20 knots speed, carrying four 8 inch, 
sixteen 6 inch, six 4.7 inch, and twenty 3 
inch guns, and the Rurik, 10,923 tons, 18.7 
knots, with a main battery of four 8 inch, 
sixteen 6 inch, six 4.7 inch rifles. The 
three made up a formidable aggregation 
warships, combining as they did speed, 
greater armored protection than any except 
first class battleships, and large batteries of 
medium size guns. 

The three big ships crept out of Viadi- 
yostok, presumably at night, when they 
would be less liable to observation. Prob- 
ably the night when they started on their 
cruise was that of Sunday a week ago. By 
dawn they were 100 miles out to sea and 
heading south for the Corean straits, 
which all Japanese ships carrying stores for 
the armies in the field must cross. 


off Iki island, at the point indicated on the 
map by a star, the Rossia and the Rurik 
came upon the transport Hitachi, carrying 
700 soldiers. The Russians signaled the 
transport to stop, which it did. At 10 
o'clock, however, the Japs tried to run for 
it, but were fired upon by the two cruisers 
and sunk. Most of its crew and human 
freight went down with it. The survivors, 
numbering about 20 per cent, by clinging to 
the wreckage, managed to reach some of 
the little islands in the straits of Corea, 

Later on the same day the Russians came 
upon the transport Sado, which was also 
loaded with 700 men. After some parleying 
this boat, too, was shelled and torpedoed, 
most. of its passengers and crew being 
killed. The hull, however, remained afloat 
and finally grounded on the east coast of 
Oki (or Iki?) island. 

It does not appear whether the Sado was 
sunk by the Gromoboi alone, which was not 
present during the attack on the Hitachi, or 
whether the whole fleet reunited and de- 
stroyed the Sado. Of the 1,400 Japanese 
soldiers on the two transports 900 were 
killed. 

Their raid having been successful the 
Russians decided to return home again, but 
they evidently did not wish to risk the 
stPaight passage from Corean straits to 
Viadivostok, choosing instead to make ap 
easterly detour along the coast line of Nip- 
pon. Doubtless the Russians hoped to fall 
in with a few stray merchantmen on their 
journey. 

Thursday the Russians were sighted or

of fear. The exploit of the Vladivostok 
squadron during the last week added’some 
sadly needed feathers to the Russian naval 
cap. 

On land there was a considerable battle, 
which began in the neighborhood of Vafapn- 
gow, on the railroad, sixty miles north of 
Kinchou and Nanshan hill. On the after- 
noon of Tuesday, June 14, at 1:40 o’clock, 
the fighting began and continued until dark, 
the Japanese pushing the Russians back for 
some miles. After the cessation of firing, 
under cover of darkness, a Japanese column 
occupied Fuchau, flanking the Russian right. 
| In the morning the fighting started again. 
The Russian general, Baron Stackelberg, 
tried to turn the Japanese right flank, but 
at the same time the brigade which had 
been sent to F'uchau during the night struck 
him on his right and crumpled him up. At 
the same time the main Japanese body, 
marching up the railroad, struck him in the 
center, and he was forced to retreat to the 
northward. The Japanese captured» four- 
teen quick firing guns and 800 prisoners. 
The total Russian losses are about 2,000, 
while the Japs acknowledge only 1,000 cas- 
ualties. As at the crossing of the Yalu 
and Nanshan hill, the fate of the day was 
largely determined by the wonderful Japa- 
nese artillery practice. In the Vafangow 
engagement the numbers engaged were 
about 35,000 Russiaus and 40,000 or 45,000 
Japanese. 

The Japs engaged in this fight were not a 
part of Gen. Oku’s second army, which is 
concentrated around Port Arthur, but were 
attached to Gen. Nodzu’s third army, which 
landed some while ago at Takushan. When 
Stackelberg pushed south, menacing Oku’s 
rear, Nodzu moved westerly from Takushan 
and struck Stackelberg in the flank, rolling 
him northward. 

It is now reported that 20,000 of Gen. 
Kuroki’s troops have left Siuyen and pressed 
westward for the purpose of striking the 
railroad north of Stackelberg and cutting off 
his retreat. This report should be received 
with considerable hesitancy. If a single 
division of Kuroki’s army were got between 
Stackelberg’s retreating forces and Kouro- 
patkin’s fresh troops at Haicheng, thesingle 
division would probably ater more than 
Stackelberg.

THE HIGH FINANCE “SYSTEM.” 
The system’s the thing.» Mr. Thomas W.. 
Lawson, high financier, is right. The aim of 
his articles in Everybody’s Magazine on the 
history of Amalgamated Copper should be 
the revelation and delineation of the sys- 
tem by means of which the industries of 


this country are being impelled on converg-. 


ing lines with constantly accelerated veloc- 
city and with constantly accentuated moral 
and socia] disorders toward gs of 


composite control. 


Amalgamated Copper meant a sen to in- 
vestors of more than $100,000,000. It also 
meant more than thirty suicides. It also 
meant the worse than beastly metamorpho- 
sis of more than twenty, men from reputable 
citizens to prison convicta. 

Yet many of the high financiers who op- 
erated the juggernaut which 
destruction were leading— 


Social lives which, measured by the most rigid 
yardstick of mental and moral rectitude, were as 
near perfect as it is possible for human lives to 
be. As husbands, fathers, brothers, sons, friends, 
they were ideal, cleanly of body and of mind, 
with heads filled with sentiments and hearts with 
sympathies; their ‘personal lives were like their 
homes and gardens, filled only with the brightest 
things of this world, the singing, humming, sweet 
smelling things which so strongly speak to us of 
the other world we are yet to know. wd 

It is men of this kind, so superior both 
in intellectual grace and in personal purity 
to many of their radical adversaries of un- 
settled opinions and of unsettled lives, who 
“under the spell of the brutal code of mod- 
ern dollar making are converted into beasts 
of prey.”

same way. To say that Mr. H. H. Rogers 
of the Standard Oil company is a thief and 
to say it vociferously and pertinaciously 
every minute of every day of every year for

ers might do some good in opposing a tem-

THOMAS W. LAWSON. 


He had made $60,000 and lost it ‘ities 
he was 17 years old. His first $100, ac- 
quired when he was an office boy from the 
Christmas benevolence of-his employers, he 
spent at once in buying presents for his 
sister and two brothers, Only he bought the 
sister’s present first, and paid $87 forit, and 
was thrown into a state of despair because 
he had but $18 left for the other two pres-. 
ents, ‘ 

These incidents hit off Lawson’s charac- 
ter. He makes money furiously and then 
tries to spend it before he can lose it. If 
he doesn’t succeed in getting it spent he 
is likely to become interested sin clay holes 
in Siam. Then somebody else spends it for 
him. But somehow the money keeps going 
round, Stagnant annoys Mr. Law- 
son, 

The suction pipes through which he draws 
stagnant money toward him are as various 
as they are numerous. Hé invented a sub- 
stitute for playing cards. 6 wrote and 
published a basebal] booklet called “ The 
Krank; His Language and What it Means.” 
Especially for this book he invented a pecu- 
kind of paper called “blood parch- 
ment.” During the presidential campaign 
of 1888 he compiled a campaign history of 
political parties. The entire work was ac- 
complished within thirty-five days. Four 
hundred thousand copies were distributed 
by national and state political committees, 
He developed the Grand River Land com- 
pany, and went south to speculate in south- 
ern real estate.

four days. This was after he had-lost many 
hundred thousand dollars in previous sugar 
speculations. The money which he had 
sunk in sugar he had pumped up mainly 
from General Electric. Then after both 
sugar and General Electric came copper 
and the dea] by which in alliance with the 
Standard Oil interests he started the 
Amalgamated.

BY THE REY. CYRUS T. BRADY. 


tf the prophet had bid thee do some great thing, 
wouldst thou not have done it?

Ts trouble with most young Chris- 


tians. and many old ones, is that they 
mistake the opportunities as well as 
the obligations of the Christian rell- 
gion. The convert is usually filled 
with zeal so intense that, In his mind, only 
great opportunity can measure up to it. 

When Clovis, the king of the Salic Franks, 
heard for the first time the story of how the 
apostles all forsook the Savior and fied, 
leaving him to tread the winepress of sorrow 
alone; he interrupted the preacher by spring- 
ing to his feet, clashing his battle ax against 
his shield and shouting, ‘60, that I had been 
there with my men at arms!” 

Once in the early history of the church 
it became necessary to pass a law that any~- 
body who sought martyrdom, who thrust 
himself upon the Roman authorities in the 
hope of earning the martyr’s crown, should 
be deni that happy garland. It was 
deemed proper for Christians to attend to 
their business and not waste time which

All of this*is easily understood In the light 
of the present. There are thousands of peo- 
ple who would glory In the chance of being 
maftyrs for Christ’s sake. But God does not 
call us to be martyrs in that sense. He gives 
us no opportunity for such splendid public 
demonstration of the faith thatisinus. He 
wants us to attend to the little, things of life. 
The new Christian finds that he has no 
chance to blaze like a star in his path and . 
thus attract the attention of millions, but | 
that the Christian life consists fn trying to 
doa multitude of little, insignificant things, as 
keeping one’s temper, telling the truth, being 
kind, gentle, refined, and generous. For truly 
is it written, “What doth the Lord require 
of thee but to do justly and to love mercy, 
and to walk humbly with thy God?’ 

The Christian religion for most of us must 
be an effort in accordance with the teach- 
ing of Christ to do theilittle ghings that lie 
to hand. “God much tn Httle sees.” If 
we do the little things that are at hand we 
shall gain strength, if the demand {s ever 
made upon us, to master the great things 
with splendid courage and success. Let us 
despise not the day of small things in our 
Christian life. Little things ruin us, so lit- 
tle things save us, says Pascal. The dew- | 
drop on the grass blade can mirror the whole | 
expanse of heaven, a single hair may cast 
a shadow, a whisper on the mountain top 
precipitate an avalanche.

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LBERT, prince of Monaco, is about to 
pay the United-States the question- 
able honor of a visit this summer, and

Atlantic on board his large steam yacht, the 
Alice. for the purpose of exploring the ocean- 
ography of America and West Indian waters, 
and of making himself acquainted with the 
marvels of the St. Louis exposition. 

The prince enjoys the disti:ction of having 
been the only sovereign of Europe to share 
his: throne with an American girl. for, after 
the annulment by the vatican of his union 
with Lady Mary Hamilton, now the wife of 
the Hungarian Count Tassilo Festeticz, he 
married the widowed duchess of Richelieu, 
who as Alice Heine was born at New Orleans, 
where her father, the late Michael Heine, 
was in business as a banker. This second 
matrimonial alliance of the prince has turned 
out just as unfortunately as his first mar- 
riage, and Princess Alice is now judicially 
separate from him. 

As the prince j coming over here, he is ex- 
ceedingly anxious that it should be known 
far and wide, that he does not touch a penny 
of the $300,000 which the great gambling es- 
tablishment at Monte Carlo pays into the 
treasury of his principality each year. He in- 
sists that this money Is entirely devoted “ to 
the cause of charity. to the advancement of 
science, and to good works,’’ and seems to 
think that those who have been ruined at the 
public tables in his capital may be consoled 
by the fact that the money lost is being em- 
ployed “‘ in the healing of some poor creature 
in the hospital, and in spreading the arts of 
peace.” 

While this may be true in so far ap it re- 
lates to the annual tribute paid by the 
casino company in the Monaco government 
exchequer, it does not prevent the fact that 
as one of the largest stockholders In the con- 
cern, the prince receives each year large div- 
idends. Moreover. vast lump sums have been 


+ pald to him from time to time for the exten- 


sion of thé privileges of the company and for 
the renewal of its contracts, while the com- 
pany, in addition to its annual tribute, de- 
frays nearly every expense tn the principal- 
ity, even to the stipends of the bishop and 
clergy of the cathedral and the cost of run- 
ning the large steam yacht on which the 
prince is coming to this country. 

Indeed, the whole of @is prince’s now vast 
fortune te derived from the gambling tables. 
He has had several opportunities of bringing 
his association with the casino gambling 
compatry to a close, but on each occasion, 
instead of annuling the agreements, 
demanded and received a bigger sum for 
renewal. Four years ago, for instance, he 
exacted $3,000,000 under this head. So that

Like certain other of the old 
world, the prince Rouge et Noir reigns, not 
hy the will of his people, but by right di- 
vine. His monarchy ie as absolute as that 
‘of the czar, of the sultan, and of the grand- 
dukes’ of .Mecklenburg-Schwerin and of 
Mecklenburg-Strelitz. His people have no 
constitution, no legislature, no voice tn the 
government of the principality, in which his 
will and whim are supreme. Although he 
bears the name and the arme of the Grimaldi.

Out of a bunch of sixty ‘‘ buzzard heads ”’ 
once brought to the ranch the pew rancher 
attempted to break a few to his own liking. 
One of these ponies, named “ Ben Butler,” 
was especially Roman as to nose and Apache 
Indian as to disposition. ‘‘ Ben’ did the 
“sunfish” act as the future president mount- 
ed, and his rider landed in a heap twenty 
feet away. Somebody caught the pony and 
brought him back, and a pale young man 
again took to the saddle, lashing the pony 
into a lather and bringing him back in an - 
hour, “ busted.”” Later, as’ an incident of 
the busting, Roosevelt discovered that in the 
fall three of his ribs were broken. . 


Might Have Been Cattle Baron. 
Success aga cattleman came to him in these - 
bad Jands, where more than one pioneer had 
told him cattle could not be wintered.

INCE the adoption of the constitution 
in 1789 only twenty-six American citi- 
zens have come to the presidency. 

One of these, and one only, found in

Theodore Roosevelt, while*’an undergradu- 
ate at Harvard, “ hitched his wagon to a 
star,”’ and he was, therefore, less surprised, 
probably, than any of his fellow citizens 
when a pecullar and even similar trend of 
events made him the chief executive of this 
mighty nation. 

And there is-a perverse irony in the fact 


. that he fought against that trend of events 


and, as late as the early summer of 1900. 
would have stemmed the tide {hat was hur- 
rying him on Jin spite of himself to the’first 
place in this republic. 

“T ardently desired,’ he said, ‘‘a few 
month later to strive for the presidency, to 
make a campaign. I would have enjoyed it. 
But [and there was deep pathos in his 
voice] I never thought to take upon'myself 
the responsibilities of office under these dis- 
tressing circumstances.” 


Unique and Picturesque Career. 


How Roosevelt became president is a sub- 
ject that will interest young Americans—and 
old Americaris—to the remotest generations. 
So long as constitutional government lasts 
on this hemisphere, his unique, and, in many 


respects, his picturesque career will.be the | 


subject of daily discussion, his code of po- 
litical ethics the theme of many a written 
thesis. 

It is but fair to say that, although the 
American people have called a few mediocri- - 
ties to the presidency, generally speaking, 
that high honor has been conferred as a re- 
sult of a natural selection. As has been 
intimated, none other than Mr. Roosevelt, 
with the probable exception.of John Quincy 
Adams ard the possible exception of Mar- 
tin Van Buren. has been the result of par- 
ticular and individual selection. Take a re- 
cent example, for instance, Grover Cleveland, 
now dubbed by many the most distinguished

Genesis of His Leadership.

How Roosevelt Became President. 


It is no longer necessary to inquire how 


his fellow men; a sublime egoism widely dif- 
ferentiated from self-conceit. 

It. has béen said that the Spanish war gave 
him his opportunity, and that that is ** how 
Theodote Roosevelt became president.’’ Not 
£0; at least not more so than that the civil 
war gave Grant his opportunity—the revolu- 
tion Washington a chance to write his name 
upon the scroll of fame. It takes a man 
to grasp an qpportunity, a wan from the 
ground up, like Theodore Roosevelt. 


He had done things before that delightful 


old .Fabian bushwhacker Maximo Gomez 
began to harry Spain for the last time. : 

The Spanish war gave impetus to Theodore 
Roosevelt's political star, and hastened its 
velocity, without damaging its course. He 
would: have been president one day in any 
event if there had been no Maine tragedy, 
no heroic charge up Kettle hill, no sur- 
render of Santiago. 


How He Became President. 


How he became president is almost as in- 


teresting a study in the concrete as it is in 
the abstract. In the abstract he attained 
that high honor as the result of causation. 
He was of presidential timber when a stu- 
dent, when the youngest member of the New 


- York legislature, when the youngest dele- 


gate to the national convention which nomi- 


nated Blaine and ‘Logan in 18384, when a 


ranchman in the northwest.

a commission making him lieutenant colonel 
of the First regiment, United States volun- 
teer cavalry, was dated May 5. Dr. Leon- 
ard Wood was made colonel of this regiment, 
and both men knew the nature of the work 
to be required of them in the service. 

“The Rough Riders’ went into action 
the first time at Daiquiri in the first stage of 
the advance upon Santiago. Two ridges 
paralleled the trail of the Rough Riders as 
they moved toward the front and in the un- 
derbrush which covered these ridges in al- 
most impenetrable thickets the concealed 
Spaniards opened fire on the columns, using 
smokeless powder, which made their cover 
and range indistinguishable. 

At San Juan Hill. 

Under this galling fire, however, the Rough 
Riders lined up for a charge which was 
pushed through to the summit of the ridges, 
where the Spaniards were routed. In this 
charge the Rough Riders suffered severely. 
This first engagement won for Roosevelt 
his full coloneley, while Wood was made 
commander of a brigade. 

It was at San Juan hill that Roosevelt made 
his.reputation as a soldier. Reports just 
after the fight there and just after the gal- 
lant charge made upon the hill, attempted to 
make Col. Roosevelt the one hero in the tak- 
ing of the blockhouseon the summit. Roose- 
velt himself has told the full story of the 
fight, involving 6,600 United Staites troops, 
against probably 4,500 Spanish troops, the 
joss of the Americans approximating a total 
of 1,100 killed and wounded. 

Under an ugly fire from the secreted Span- 

fards on the higher ground, crossing at the 
ford with his men still more exposed to this 
fire, with no reconn having been 
made to show either strength or position of 
the Spaniards, and at all times with the 
tropical sun beating down upon the troops— 
this was the position of Col. Roosevelt as he 
sent messenger after messenger back in 
search of Gen. Sumner or Gen. Wood, either 
of whom might have given the order to ad- 
vance and thus given the colonel the op- 
portunity which he desired.

of our beloved country.”’ 

That this pledge has been redeemed inso- 
far as the executive branch of the govern- 
ment has had power to redeem it cannot be 
gainsaid. President Roosevelt has formu- 
lated new policies, but he has also showh ar 
unswerving fidelity to the ideas of his pre- 
decessor.

President Roosevelt. . Where individual hon- 
esty of purpose has seemed to impinge upon 
political expediency, Theodore Roosevelt has 
been the dominating character. Where pres- 
idential duty has suggested the possibility of 
that duty’s working a detriment to his per- 
sonal ambition, he has forgotten self.

In Trolley Car Collision. 


Perha the man Roosevelt never strug- 
gled in emergency with the President Roose- 
velt as he did in the New England tour in 
September, 1902. .The occasion was the 
shocking tragedy in Pittsfield, Mass., when 
2 trolley car that was out of control of the 
motorman plunged into the carriage in which 
the president sat with Gov. Crane, with 
Secretary Cortelyou, and with Secret Ser- 
vice Agent William Craig, the detective be- 
ing instantly killed. 

The president of the United States had 
been hurled thirty feet from the splintered 
wreck 2f the carriage, but it was Theodore 
Roosevelt who got up from the dusty road- 
way, impatient, with the queries as to his 
own safety. Dr. Lung was the importunate 
one as he fastened his hands upon the pres- 
ident, feeling for broken bones. Theodore 
Roosevelt broke away almost roughly. 

“1 am all right—look @fter some of, those 
who ars hurt in the car.” 

Describing the scene .in those first awful 
mome:.*s when the throngs were uncertain 
whether the president was killed, or fatally 
injured, but expecting the worst, a corre- 
spondent. on the spat describes the trans!- 
tions of Roosevelt into the president and out 
again into his own self: 

Rodsevelt’s jaw was set, in an ex- 
pression that no man-who has seen it ever 


forgets. He had been knocked down; he had ~ 


been tumbled into the dust; his friends had 
been abused; they had been attacked from 
behind. The president of the United States 
for the moment was Th@®dore Roosevelt, 
who had never let any ‘one strike him a 
second blow without delivering another blow 
in answer to it. He dived through the crowd 
which had gathered from the country club 
and from the carriages behind and sought 
cut the motorman, Luke Madden, who was 
standing behind his car looking at the man- 
gled remains of Craig.

HE three brief years of Prgsident 
Roosevelt’s administration. have been 
eventful ones in the ‘history of the 
United States—not eventful because of 
wars of conquest or disputes with for- 

eign powers, but because so much has been 
achieved for the greatness of the republic. 
Fewer presidents have been called upon 
to. solve so many perplexing problems, Still 
fewer, in times of peace, have been vested 
by congress with so many responsibilities. 
Theodore Roosevelt, for one thing, will go 
down to history as the American president 
in whose hands congress placed the lump 
sum of 180,000,000, told’ him to select a 
route, and dig the Panama canal. There were 
no restrictions. He was told to choose his 


own engineers, to. make his. own contracts, . 


More than that, after he had negotiated ard 
secured the right of way, thus adding a 
strip of territory to American possessions, 
congress told him to make such laws for the 
government of that’ territory as he saw fit. 
What ruler among all the greatSof the earth 
has ever been freely vested with so tremen- 
dous a responsibility? 

The record of Theodore Roosevelt’s admin- 
istration is too long to be more than epito- 
mized in the brief limits of a newspaper ar- 
ticle. It is worth while, however, to take 
a glance at that record. 

The chance of tragedy made Roosevelt 
president on Sept. 14, 1901. His first utter- 
ance after he had taken the oath of office 
at Buffalo was a pledge to carry out the 
policy of President William McKinley, who 
lay dead in an adjoining room. Upon that 
occasion he said: 

‘SIn this hour of deep and terrible national 
bereavement I wish to state it shall be my 
intention and endeavor to continue absolute- 
ly unbroken the polic}¥ of President M¢Kin- 
ley for the peace, and prosperity, and honor 
of our beloved country.’’ 

President Roosevelt has carried out that 
pledge. One of his first official acts, after 
the funeral of President McKinley, was to 
call a meeting in Washington of the cabinet. 
At that meeting he pleaded so earnestly that 
each member of the cabinet confented to re- 


- main with him as an official adviser. With 


few changes, the McKinley cabinet is stiil 
intact. 
First Message Plain and Conservative. 
President Roosevelt's first message was 
read in congress on the first Tuesday in De- 
cember, 1901. It was one of the most vigor- 
ous presidential messages ever read to the 
representatives of the people. It was out- 
It called for 
a vigorous, honest administration of 
the affairs of every department of 
the government, was outspoken in its 
friendship for labor, promised the reor- 
ganization of the army, urged the strengthen- 
ing of the navy; And above all voiced the 
“American desire for peace with all nations. 
Early in 1902 President Roosevelt was 
called upon by international courtesy to en- 
tertain as the nation’s guest Prince Henry 
of Prussia, brother of the emperor of Ger- 
any, who visited the United States, ac- 


“companied by a number of the most dis- 


‘tinguished statesmen, admirals, and gen- 
-eralgs. The ostensible purpose of Prince 


_ SHenry’s visit was to be present at the launch- 


ing of the kaiser’s American built yacht 
Meteor. The real reason, however, was to 
cement the bonds of friendship between the 
United States and the German empire. In 
his first message to congress President 
Roosevelt urged the passage of the Cuban 
reciprocity bill. The house passed the bill 
on April 18, 1902, but it failed to secure the 
approval of the senate. Its failure in the 
senate marked the beginning ‘of a friendly 
contest between congress and the president, 
in which the president, who appealed to the 
people, eventually won. 


‘Turns Over Cuban Government. 
On May 20, 1902, President Roosevelt 
handed over to a Cuban president and a 
Cuban congress the government of the Cuban 
republic.’

The island 
from Spain.by the American army and'navy 
was destined by congress under the Teller 
resolution, passed in April, 1897, to become 
a republic free and independent among all 
the nations of the earth. When Spanish au- 
thority ended on the island of government 
there was none. 

The Cubans had to be taught how to gov- 
ern themselves. Under the direction first 
of Maj. Gen. Brooke and then of Maj. Gen. 
Leonard Wood, the Cubans were educated in

aught the Cubans how to. collect revenue, 
“to police cities, to conduct a postal depart- 
mént, to manage free schools, to conserve 
public health. On May 20, 1902, the American 
flag was lowered and Cuba took her place 
among the free nations of the earth. Presi- 
dent Roosevelt had redeemed the pledge 
made by congress. 

Congress adjourned on July 1, 1902, having 
failed to pass the Cuban reciprocity treaty. 
This marked the beginning of President 
Roosevelt’s campaign for the treaty. He 
was sintere in his belief that American honor 
and obligation to an infant republic was in- 
volved, and he had no hesitancy in appeal- 
ing to the people’for their support.

For 154 days— 
nearly half a year—it demoralized the indus- 
tries of the country. Before it ended the 
country faced a coal famine that threatened 
to paralyze every industry east of the Mis- 
sissippi river. Mines were closed, steel 
plants shut dow®, factories idle. The strike 


had cost raHroads, manufacturers, and mer- - 


chants altogether the enormous sum of $200,- 
000,000. A vast army of 185,000 miners were 
idle, and to that number were added daily 
thousands of workmen from factories'and 
steel plants that had been compelled to close 
down. 

There have been other strikes as serious 
in the history of the country. The memory 
of the Homestead strike in 1892 is still fresh 
and there had been a reign of lawlessness 
and terror in Pittsburg in 1875, when scores 
of lives had been sacrificed and millions of 
dollars’ worth of property destroyed. Presi- 
dent Roosevelt determined ‘that the country 
should not witness another Homestead hor- 


ror, and when every other effort to settle 


the strike of 1902 had failed he summoned 
the oWners of the anthracite coal mines toa 
conference at the White house. _.. | 

John Mitchell, president of the United Mme 
Workers, participated in the conference. 
The mine owners refused to arbitrate, and 
insisted that President Roosevelt should 
send federal troops into the mining region, 
overawe the strikers, and, in fact, open the 
mines to nonunion. labor at the point of the 
bayonet and the muzzle of the gatling gun. 

On the other hand, John Mitchell, one of the 
ablest organizers and leaders of union labor 
in the country, offered to submit the whole 
controversy—wages, hours of labor,.recogni- 
tion of the union, and all—to the arbitration 
of President Roosevelt, agreeing in advance 
to abide by his decision. — : 

Everybody knows how the controversy 
ended. The mine owners were finally com- 
pelled to agree to President Roosevelt's 
proposals and the whole controversy was 
settled by a board of arbitration selected by 
the president. The miners won on nearly 
every point, and from that day down to the 
present there has not been a dispute between 
the anthracite operators and miners. 


Interprets Monroe Doctrine Anew. 


The Venezuelan affair came up in the clos- 
ing weeks of 1902. It was a notable incident 
in American history fer it enabled President 
Roosevelt to secure from the European pow- 
ers a more cordial reeognition of the Mon- 
roe doctrine and at the same time to give 
that famous American principle new and 
broader, interpretation. 

It is not necessary to refer here to the 
events leading up to the Venezuelan incident. 
On Dec. 7, 1902, a fleet made up of British and 

,German warships. appeared at La Guayra. 
On the evenirig of that day. both nations pre- 
sented ultimatums to President Castro,.de- 
manding the payment of debts long overdue 
to eitizens of Great.Britain and Germany. 
Both nations had secured the assent of the 
United States to their program, which in- 
cluded the probable seizure of one or two 
Venezuelan ports and their occupation until 
the collection of customs revenue sufficed 
to pay the claims. The right of foreign 
powers to adopt this course with Central and 
South American republics has never been 
questioned. 

Venezuela, however, refused to submit 
tamely to the Anglo-German program. 
President Castro called out an army of 
200,000 men and prepared to fight. Germany 
and Great Britain, to their overwhelming 


surprise, found that their plans for a peace- 


ful blockade had gone awry and that they 
were engaged in actual war with pay 
n 


was like real war. Venezuelan warships 
were captured and scuttled; ports were bom- 
barded, and people were killed. 


“ More than that, Germany and Great Britain 


declared a blockade of the Venezuelan coast 
and began to lay plans for landing an army 


and fighting a way acrosg the mountains to » 


Caracas. 

This simply meant indefinite occupation of 
the soil of an American republic by a Euro- 
pean power, and President Roosevelt refused 
to permit it. On the night of Dec. 14 the 
ambassadors of Great Britain and Germany 
at Washington were handed memorandums 
to the following effect: 

“It must be understood that.the United 
States could not give its consent to any ex- 
tension of the international right of peaceful 
blockade.” 

In other words, President Roosevelt in- 
formed the powers of Europe that they would 
not be permitted to make war upon an Amer- 
ican republic for the sake of collecting a 
debt. 

That ended the Venezuelan affair. Great 
Britain and Germany protested that they 
had no intention of infringing upon the Mon- 
roe doctrine. They withdrew their fleets 


and. settled

British ambassador, stated the limit of the 
concessions the United States was willing to 
make. He would submit the controversy to 
a tribunal of six men, three to be named by 
the United States and three by Great Britain. 
The proposal was accepted and President 
Roosevelt named as the American commis- 
sioners Elihu Root, Senator Lodge, and ex- 
Senator Turner. The joint commission met 
in London on Sept. 8, 1903, and on Oct. 20 
following gave its decision in favor of the 
United States. 

The year 1903 was full of the events that 
go to make up the history of a nation. Not 
only was the Alaska boundary settled for 
all time to come, but the first Panama canal 
treaty with Colombia was negotiated. The 
president’s fight for reciprocity with Cuba 
was won, the army reorganization bill passed, 
a large increase made in the navy. These 
matters occupied the attention of congress 
for the first three months of the year. 

On April 20 President Roosevelt started 
upon his memorable teur of the western 
states, making the longest journey ever at- 
tempted by a president of the United States 
while "9 office. While on this tour he dedi- 
cated the St. Louis exposition. He returned 
to Washington on June5, having visited near- 
ly every state and territory west of the Mis- 
sissippi river. He traveled 14,000 miles, and 
during the journey made 263 reported 
‘speeches. 


Hunts Down Postoffice Frauds. 


The sensational feature of the year was 
the investigation of frauds which had crept 
into the postoffice department and from 
ermall beginnings had grown into form‘dable 
proportions. This investigation was made 
by direction of President Roosevelt. It con- 
tinued for several months and resulted in the 
indictment of a number of officials and the 
removal of others. Among those indicted 
ere James N. Tyner, assistant attorney 
general for the postoffice department, who 
was for several months postmaster general 


connhectéad with the department since 1861. 

A. W. chen, general superintendent of the 
free delivery system, was removed from 
office and indicted on fourteen counts. 
George W. Beavers, general superintendent 

_ of salaries and allowances, was removed and 
indicted on eight counts. ; 

Other officials indicted were: J. T. Met- 
calf, superintendent of the money order sys- 
tem; Daniel V. Miller, assistant attorney; 
Louis Kempner, superintendent of the regis- 
try system; Charles Hedges, superintendent 
of the city free delivery service; and seven 
other minor officials, together with a num- 
ber of contractors outside of the department. 
Some of these officials have been tried and 
convicted and others acquitted. Some are 
waiting trial. Under the vigorous policy of 
President Roosevelt dishonesty and incom- 
petency were weeded out of the department 
and its administration placed above sus- 
picion. 

Recognizes Republic! of Panama. 

The closing month of 1903 was an epoch 
marking December for the United States, 
for in that month Président Roosevelt, seiz- 
ing the opportunity presented by the seces- 
sion of Panama from Colombia, negotiated 
the treaty which finally after many decades 
of effort gave the United States the right to 
build and own the Panama canal. 

A treaty between the United States and 
Colombia had been signed at Washington on 
Jan. 22, 1902. Under this treaty the United 
States agreed to pay Colombia $10,000,000 in 
cash for the canal concession and $250,000 
annually for the rental of the right of way. 
The Colombian congress rejected the treaty 
almost unanimously. On Nov. 3, three days 
after the Colombian congress adjourned, the 
people of Pan&ma, whose prosperity was 
bound up in the canal, seceded and set up 
an independent republic. This republic was 
recognized by President Roosevelt. 

_ He at once negotiated a new canal treaty, 
giving the new republic of Panama the same 
liberal terms rejected so contemptuously by 
Colombia. Congress, early in the present 
‘year, ratified the treaty. The French com- 
pany transferred all its rights in the canal 
to the United States, and today the stars and 
stripes are floating over the canal Zone, 
President Roosevelt has appointed the en- 
gineering and executive commission to build 

- the canal and already work is going forward. 

The inauguration of the Panama canal 
under the auspices of the United States In- 
sures its speedy completion. To have been 
instrumental in beginning this great work 
added luster to President Roosevelt's ad- 
ministration, and the prophecy is made that 
if he shall be elected next November—as 
doubtless he will be—the end of his second. 
administration in 1908 wilh see the Panama 
canal practically completed.

frained from campaign speaking as such. 
He has, however, visitéd nearly every state 
n the union, north, south, and west. His 
test trip was made in the early summer 

of 1908. He left Washington on April 1 and 
visited practically every state west of the 
Mississippi river. He returned to the na- 
tional capital on June 5, having traveled 
11,000 miles and made 263 reported speeches. 
This tour of the west was undertaken by 
the president in order that he might get in 
touch with the people and that he might 


explain to them face to face,as mantoman, @nging in the 


the policies, internal and foreign, of his ad- 
ministration. 
In the 268 public add 
that tour of the west President Roosevelt 
explained his views upon the complex prob- 
lems of capital and labor, the tariff and-rec- 
iprocity. He gave his reasons in plain 
words for his desire to increase the strength 
of the navy and to reorganize the army. He 
gave his interpretation of the Monroe doc- 
trine. He outlined the policy of the United 
States under his administration in its rela- 
tion to foreign governments. He left no mis- 
understanding as to his attitude toward the 
trusts, the railroads, and the great financial 
ecrporations: It was a speechmaking tour 
in which the president appealed directly to 
the people for an indorsement of his own 
acts and his own views. 


Speeches Show Earnest Views. 

It has been said of Theodore Roosevelt that 
he has no secrets. There is no pretense about 
him. Senator Lodge once said of him: 

“““Those who have heard the president 
speak know that the earnestness of his words 
is repeated both in manner and in voice. He 
speaks always with an eagerness to con- 
vince the reason and arouse the better judg- 
ment, as well as the best aspirations, of his 
hearers. In his speeches is found the real 
man, We may agree or disagree with his 
views, but we have the satisfaction of know- 
ing’ that it is the man himself who speaks 
to us, and not a hollow voice, sounding like 
that of a Greek actor from behind a mask. 
We may think his views of public policies 
are wise or unwise, but no one can hear or 
read his speeches and not realize that the 
man who made them is not only ifitensely pa- 
triotic but that he is also trying to make the 
world better, is seeking the triumph of good 
over evil, and, so far as he can do it, is striv-

With the United States in on of 
the Philippines the nations of Europe could 
no longer ignore the rights of the republic 
to a voice in the direction of far eastern af- 
fairs. Prior to the war with Spain Europe, 


recognizing the superior advantages pos- | 


sessed by the United States, had been plan- 
ning quietly but effectively to close the doors 
of the orient to the commerce of America. 
China’s interests were not consulted. BEng- 
land, Germany, France, and Russia had 
practically divided that slumbering giant, 
the Chinese empire, among themselves. 
England had selected for her “sphere of 
influence’’ the 
stretching across the Yellow empire from 
Burma to the Pacific. France was conceded 
control of all China south of the Yangtse 
valley. Germany had taken possession of 
Shantung and the northwest provinces, 
while Russia was establishing herself in 
Manchuria, with one hand outstretched 
toward Pekin itself, where one day she 
hoped to make the greatest capital of tho 
orient the seat of Muscovite power in the 
far east. 
The United States was not consulted in 
this proposed dismemberment of an empire; 
but Dewey's guns conquered the Philippines 
and the United States became an Asiatic 
power, no longer to be snubbed and ignored. 
The powers of Europe did not welcome the 


~ United States to the council board of the 


far east, but they admitted her because 
there was nothing else to do. The logic of 
the situation was with the American gov- 
ernment and they were prepared to submit 
and did submit to the inevitable. 

The United States took the first step in 
the so.ution of the far eastern problem. In 
September, 1899, Secretary Hay instructed 
the American representatives in England. 
France, Germany, Russia, Italy, Japan 
to intimate to those governments the appre- 
hension felt by the United States govern- 
ment of the danger of complications arising 
between the powers that might imperil the 
rights assured to the United States by treaty. 

In the negotiation thus begun the Euro- 
pean governments concerned were warned 


. that the government of the United States 


would not commit itself to any recognition 
of exclusive rights of any power within o 
control over any portion of the Chinese em- 
pire under the agreements recently made 
by which Great Britain, Germany, and Rus- 
sia claimed and conceded to each other the 
possession of spheres of influence or interest. 
Hoping to retain Chine as an open market 
for the world’s commerce, the United States 
requested the powers claiming spheres of 
influence in China to declare, their intentions 
with regard to the treatment of foreign 
trade in those spheres, and asked from each 
a declaration to the effect that it would in 


nowise interfere with any treaty port or 


vested interest of the United States. 

In other words, the United States, con, 
scious of its new born powers, notified the 
nations of Europe that they would not bo 


permitted to close the ports of China tothe # 


trade and commerce of the United States. 
As that was just what the nations of Europe 
had been planning t6 do, the demands of 
the United States came as an unexpected 
blow. Again the logic of the situation was 
with the United States, and the European 
powers acquiesced. England was the first

close of the war with Spain, built a navy that 
is excelled in strength by the navies of only 
Great Britain and France. The United 
States fought the war with Spain with 
only eight battleships and two armored 
cruisers. Now we have twenty-five of the 
greatest battleships of the World in commis- 
sion and building and ten powerful cruisers. 
Only the two powers referred to have more, 
and the United States is building ships of 
the line of battle more rapidly than any 
other nation. With a great naval base in the 
Philippines and another in the Hawaiian 
islands, both fortified and equipped, the 
American navy is in a position to dominate 
the Pacific. With the Panama canal uniting 
the waters of the Atlantic and the Pacific, 
fortified at each end, the naval power of 
the United States is further enabled to guard 


American commerce and to sgeontrol the. 


greatest ocean highway between the.old 
world and the far east. With two naval 


Porto Rico the United States dominates the 
West Indies and the Caribbean sea. i 

No other nation, Great Britain aloné ex- 
cepted, has in its hands so many, elements 
of naval strength. With a powefful navy, 
strong enough to protect American shores 
at home and in Asia and strong enough to 
protect American rights and American in- 
terests in any quarter of the globe, Is it any 
wonder that the nations of Europe, whose 
horizons are clouded by the smoke of bat- 
tle fleets and whose monarchs afte hedged 
about with bayonets, are quick to recognize 
the United States as a world power? The 
nations of Hurope recognize one material 
fact in the universe—force. 

And yet Europe hag come to recognize 
that the United States is a world power— 
not for the dismemberment of impassive 
empires—not for conquest—but fer peace. 
The idea of a world power for peace is a 
— one in the text book of old world poll- 

The influence and power of the United 
States in the maintenance of the world's 
peace have become a recognized factor in in- 
ternational politics. The credit for this Is 
due largely to Theodore Roosevelt. His 
messages to congress and his public ad- 
dresses since he became president have 
made him the recognized advocate of peace 
among the nations of the earth. He has 
insisted that the United States should sup- 
ply herself with that power by which alone 
a nation may enforce its rights and protect 
its interests. But he has insistéd in every 


public utterance that only by the acquire- 


ment of such naval power can the United 
States hope to stand among the natiens of 
the earth fearless and respected. 

In his first message to congress he wrote 
these words: 

“The work of upbuilding the navy. must 
be steadily continued. No one point of our 
policy, foreign or domestic, is more im- 
portant than this to the honor and material 
welfare, and above all to the peace of our 
nation in the future. Whether we desire 
it or not, we must henceforth recognize that 
we have international duties no less than 
international rights. 

“So far from being in any way a provoca- 
tion to war, an adequate and highly trainea 
navy ig the best guaranty against war, the 
cheapest and most effective peace insurance. 
The cost ef building and maintaining such 


& navy represents the lightest prenijum for . 


insuring peace which this nation can possi- 
bly pay. 
“Probably no other great nation in the 
world is so anxious for peace as we are. 
There is not a single civilized. power which 
nen Aare ing to fear from aggressiveness 
ur 
toward this end we wish to be able to secure 
the same respect for our rights from others 


which we are eager and anxious to exténd 


to their rights in return, to insure fair treat- 


‘ment to us commercially and to guarantee 


the safety of the American people. 
“Our people intend to abide by the Mon- 


~foe doctrine and to insist upon it as the 


one sure means of securing the peace of the 
western hemisphere. The navy offers us the 
only means of making our insistence upon 
the Monroe doctrine anything but a subject 
of derision to whatever nation chooses to

Outside of his messages to congress Presi- 
dent Roosevelt has in many public addreases 
urged the rapidly growing power of the 
United States as a factor in world peace. In 
a@n address at a dinner given by the New 
York chamber of commerce on Nov. 11, 1902, 


he made the following notable utterance: - 


“With the great powers of the world we 


desire no rivalry that is not honorable to. 


both parties. We wish them well. We be- 
lieve that the trend of the modern spirit is 
ever stronger toward peace, not war; toward 
friendship, not hostility, as the normal] in- 
ternational attitude. We are glad, indeed, 
that we are on good terms with all the other 
peoples of mankind, and no effort on our 
part shall be spared to secure a continuance 
of these relations. 

“The voice of the weakling or the craven 
counts for nothing when he clamors for 
peace, but the voice of the just man armed 
potent. We need to keep in a condition o 
preparedness, especially as regards the navy, 
not because we want war, but because we 
desire to stand with those whose plea for 


peace is listened to with respectful atten-. 


tion.’’ 

With the recognition of the United States 
as a world power has come algo a more gén- 
eral recognition by the great nations of Eu- 
rope of the Monroe doctrine. Probably no 
president of the United States has said more 


in messages to congress or in public ad- 


dresses to emphasize the American belief in 


the doctrine enunciated by Monroe in 1824. 


than Theodofe Roosevelt. He has enabled 
the nations of Europe to more clearly un- 


derstand the famous American principle, and 


he has, it may be said, compelled a more 


. thorough recognition of its full force and ef- 


fect. The story of the Venezuelan affair, 


given elsewhere in these pages, contains the . 


history of the last attempt that will ever be 
made by a combination of European govern- 
ments to test the temper of the American 
people on the question of the Monroe doo- 
trineé. President Roosevelt's part in the 
events which threatened for a brief time to 
plunge a South American state into war with 
Europe is sufficiently set forth. Those events 
brought from him one of the most notable 
public addresses made by kim during his ad- 
ministration. Addressing a great meeting in 
Chicago on April 2, 1908, he said in part: 
“ Ever since the time when we definitely 
extended our boundaries to the Pacific and 
southward to the gulf, since the time when 
the old Spanish and Portuguese colonies to- 
the south of us asserted their independence, 
our Nation has insisted that because of ita

vacations, and will register their names, 
hoping to secure a home in the prosperous 
northwestern state. This will be a delight- 
ful trip and a rare diversion, entirely outside 
of the ordinary summer outing. 

Registration of these lands will take place 
from July 5 to July 28, which is the proper 
season for making a summer trip. 


How to Make Entries. : 

This is the way our Uncle Samuel proposes 
to do it: 

Each applicant who shows himself duly 
qualified will be registered and given a non- 
transferable certificate to that effect, which 
will enable him or her to go upon and examine 
the lands to be opened, but the only pur- 
pose for which he may do so is to select 
the lands for which he or she will make entry. 
The order in which, during the first sixty days 
following the opening, the registered appli- 
cants will be permitted to make homestead 
entry will be determined by a drawing for 
the district publicly held at Chamberlain, 
S. D.. commencing at 9 a. m. Thursday, July 
28; and continuing as long as necessary. 

Notice of the drawings, stating the name of 
each applicant and number assigned to him 
or her, will be posted each day at the place 
of drawing, and each applicant will be noti- 
fied of his or her number and of the day on 
which he or she must make the entry, by a 
postal card mailed to him or her at the place 
given at the time of the registration. The 
result of each day’s drawing will also be given 
to the press. Application for homestead 
entry of said lands during the first sixty days 
following the opening can be made only by 
registered applicants and In the order estab- 
lished by the drawing. 

If any applicant fails to appear and present 
his or her application for entry when the 
number assigned to him by the drawing is 
reached his right to entry will be passed until 
after the Other applications assigned for that 
day have been disposed of, when he or she 
will be given another opportunity to make. 
entry, failing in which, he or she will be 
deemed to have abandoned his or her right to. 
make entry under such drawing. To obtain 
the allowance of a homestead entry, each ap- 
plicant must personally present the certifi- 
cate of registration therefor issued to him 
or her, together with a regular homestead 
application, and the necessary accompanying 
proofs, and make the first payment of $1 
per acre for the land embraced in his or her 
application, together with the regular land 
office fees, but an honorably discharged sol- 
dier or sailor may file his declaratory state- 
ment through his agent, who can represent 
but one soldier or sailor, as in the matfer 
of registration. The production of the certif- 
icate of registration will be dispensed with 
only upon satisfactory proof of loss or de- 
struction. If at the time of considering his 
regular application for entry, it appears that 
an applicant ie disqualified from making 
homestead entry of these lands, his or her 
‘application wijl be rejected, notwithstand'r< 
hie or her prior registration. If any arp’ 
cant shall_regieter more than once or in ar» 
other than his or her true name, or shai 
transfer his or her registration certificate. 
he .or, she will thereby lose all benefits of 
the registration and drawing, and will be 
uded from entering or settling upon any 


of eaid lands during the first sixty days fol- 
lowing the sald opening.

‘NOISY FOURTH 

Many in 

and More. Colors Used 
than Ever. 


the dealers fireworks will be more than 
ever a feature of this.year’s fourth of 
July, and, of course, theré are new @x- 
plosives to enthuse the patriot. 
countries all over the world contribute to 
this nation’s celebration of its declaration of 
indeperdence. Great numbers of thé fite- 
works designs made abroad have combina- ~ 
tions of America’s national colors and of 
“Old Glory,” and some of the Japanese 
lanterns just received by a large firm inthis 
city show designs of the American and - 
lish flags intertwined. 

It is Japan, too, which- sends us the day- 
light fireworks. They are intended for Use 
in pleasure parks and similar places, and are 
especially attractive to women and childr@n. 
These devices are fired from mortars placed 
oh the ground. The shell rises several hun- 
dred feet in the air, where it explodes and ~ 
throws out immense figures of fish, birds, an- 
imals, flowers, pearls, streamers, globes, 
suns, moons, colored floating clouds, and 
resentations of thunder storms. 

These figures and shapes are brillantly 
colored in such a way as to give the effectot 
interior illumination, though visible in 
the daytime. They may be seen until they 
have slowly sunk to earth or have been waft- 
ed out of the range of vision by the wind. 
The difference between these and the Japa- 
nese balloons of animals and comic figureais 
that the latter are made to ascend by hot air, 
while the others are sent up from mortars 
with gunpowder. The balloons, however, are 
greatly improved this year, with new devi¢es 
for heating the air and to prevent them 
catching fire. 


Water Fireworks Greatly Improved; 

Water fireworks, which have been seen 
here for several years, have this year bepn 
gteatly improved. These are designed «to 
make displays on the surface of the Water, 
upon which they are thrown from a boator 
dock after having been properly lighted. In 
a few moments they begin to burn and 8 
many combinations of colors in motion, 
Some of the designs have descriptive namigs, 
indicative of what they look like, such*e-r 
diving devils, flying fish, water volcanoes, 
sea serpents, and jeweled fountains. ts 

All the stock fireworks, such as rot 
candles, bombshells, and fountains, Shi 
new features. This is particularly true.of 
rockets. One important {mprovement in thus 
plece consists in three wooden legs,.w 
come attached to the rocket, and which upon 
the removal of a confining band open gut 
like a tripod, which can be stood upon the 
ground when ready to light. . 


Many New Designs in Rockets. 
mong new designs in rockets may be men

The colored Japamese firefly rocket at the 
highest point of its flight hangs out sevefal 
floating batteries and. fountains that fe- 
main nearly stationary in the air, projett- 
ing streams of variously colored stars and 
meteors in all directions, while the colored 
bouquet rocket from the pofst of 
ite greatest altitude displays a bouquet-of 
many colored stars surrounded by a golden 
rain. all of which changes after a short 
scent to a second and then toa third bouquet, 
in which there is complete alteration 6f the 
colors. The new mammoth balloon rocketag 
a height of 600 feet hangs out seven balloons, 
from each of which depends a signal star that 
changes color as it burns. All the rockets 
this year have more colors in them tHan 
formerly. 3 ‘ 
Meteor Candle Stream of Fire, 


In Roman candles the principal new thing 
is the meteor candle, the continuous str 
of fire from which is studded with larger . 
balls, so that it looks lke a strand of beads 
with larger brilliants regular intervals. 
Many new designs are to be found in colored 
bombshells. 

Among the fountains a new one this year 
is the electric Niagara waterfall, which, is 
particularly large and imposing. The dragon 
nest, also new, is set upon the ground and 
fired Hke a fountain. It sends out first a 
number of stars, which, during their flight. 
separate into smaller stars. At the same time 
a shower of colored flames ascends to the 
height of eight or ten feet, when burst forth
